How the Canadian Farmer Disposes 
af bls Year's Crop. 





Canada as everybody knows is a 
very great food exporting country. 
We sent out in the year 1910 $21,- 
€07,692 worth of cheese, practically 
the whole of which was sent-to the 
United Kingdom. We exported to the 
same destination $6,836,392 worth of 
bacon and ham. The wheat export 
of the Dominion of Canada which at 
confederation reached only 2,284,702 
bushels, amounted in 1910 to no fess 
than 49,741,350 bushels of which over 
46,509,000 bushels was sent to Great 
Lritalp. 

Our Canadian farmer {s greatly in- 
terested In this export busincss and 
particularly in. his connection with 

























"| the British market, but it a not ge- 


nerally realized that this foreign or 
export market represents only a sma! 
Fart, not more than one fifth of the 
interest of the Canadian. farmer ‘as 
R producer. The statement has deen 
very frequently made that 80 per 
cont. of every thing that is grown 
upon our farms fs consumed within 
cur own borders, Some people have 
boen inclined to challenge this. They 
tava the general idea that the Cana- 
diem farmer Is a gralp grower and 
tbat Canada is a grain exporting 
country and have failed to appre- 
ciste the enormous’ growth of our 
een home consumption, and the vast 
quantity of farm produce that is ne- 
ccesarily consumed. in a community 
of eight milllon people or by cities 
like Montreal and Toronto’with about 
half a million of inhabitants each. 

On examination there seems ample 
watrant for the -statemont that 
Canada consumes 80 per cent of this 
agricultural output. We may reach ; 
this result from the following cal- | 
culations: 4

Disasters in Water, 


Three Young Men Lose Their Lives 
In Various Catastrephes In Har- 
ber and Body of an Unknewn Man 
Is Discovered In Wellington Basin 
—Hamilton Boy Falls Into Canal— 
Militiaman In Well. 


Montreal, -Aug. 3.—Four victims of 
drowning were taken from the water 
of the harbor yesterday, and in three 
of the cases the victims were under 
20 years of age. 

With his boat overladen with drift- 
wood which he had gathered from 
the harbor to help in the support of 
his mother and sisters, John Archl- 
bald MacPherson, 19 youre of ' age, 
lost his life when his boat swamped 
Tuesday afternoon. i 

The y was recovered and taken 
to the morgue, where it was identi. 
fied by the mother yesterday. morn- 
ing. The coroner’s, inquest disposed 
of the casc as one of accidental 
drowning. 

Men on board the market boat 
Princess yesterday morning saw the 
co of a boy floating in the canal 
at Fechine: The police were notified 
and the body was recovered between 
Cote St. Paul and Lachino and iden- 
tified as that of Zootique Leduc, 4 
years of age, who had’ been missing 
from his home at 34 Bt. Louis atrect, 
Lachine, since Monday night. 

Victor Ethier, 18 years of age, wha 
resided with hia parents at Beaubien 
street, met his death while in bath. 
ing with a couple of other little chaps, 
all of whom had walked out to the 
Back River for tho purpose of learn. 
ing to swim. The taped occurred 
at the south end of the bridge, known 
as Pont Viau, where the current is 
quite atrong.

In official circles the utmost reticence 
is shown in regard to the matter, but 
it appears that immediately after the 
ceremony at the Ab a lady. picked 
up a diamond brooch worth. about 
$1,500 and handed it to one of the 
gold stick-in-waitin,z. 

The latter, a weil-known army offi. 
cer, after an unsuccessful endeavor to 
find the lost property: office at the 
Abbey, handed the brooch to a police 
constable in uniform,-with a request 
that he would hand it over to his su- 
periors with a riew to its restoration 
to the owner. 

Some days later. curious to know 
to whom the brooch belonged, he ap- 
plied at Cannon Row ‘police station- 
and was surprised to find that the 
jewel had not been handed in. 

Superintendent Wells was informed 
of the scrious nature of such a com- 
plaint, and the whole of the constables 
on duty in the Abbey—fifty in num- 
ber—who had been’ selected; not only 
on account of their good service, but 
of their stature, were requested to 
make a special report on the matter 
This was done, but all denied any 
knowledge. of the brooch in question 

In consequence all the men were 
paraded at Cannon Row station, and 
tho army officer was present. What 
happened is not definitely stated, but 
there are suggestions that on three 
occasions he expressed a decided opiu- 
jon as to a certain constable, who 
happened to bo on duty in uniform at 
a particular spot. b 

Tho extraordinary part of tho affair 
is that, although tho real reason of the 
parado and inquiry was only known 
to a limited number of constables par.
